This Yco-hatsu which was issued jointly by the, Disease Prevention’ Bireau 
and the Pharmaceutical Affairs Bureau, Ministry of Welfare, reads‘as follows: *

Reference Section I, Weekly Bulletin 1 No. 108 aia notion It, “Weekly Bulleti 
Noe 109. 


Due to the presence of epidemic smallpox in Batavia, and increased incidenc 
in the port cities of India and Burma, as reported by the Epidemiological Intel- 
ligence Station, Singapore, all persons entering Japen from Batevia, India or 
Burma will be required to heve in their possession certificutes showing successf 
vaccination against smallpox within the preceding sixty days. 


Due to the presence of cholera in Calcutte, all persons entering Japan by .. 
&ir from Calcutta will be required to have in their possession valid certificate 
showing inoculation against cholera from seven days to six months prior to the 
dete of their arrival. 


Other current immunization requirements for entry into Jépan consist of 
vaccinetion against smallpox within sixty days for arrivals from South Korea, 
Chine, and Mindoro Island, Philippines, and within twelve months from 411 other 
countries; inoculetion against typhoid-paretyphoic: within twelve months from 
all countries. 


A correction is made in the immunization requirement listed in Weekly 
Bulletin No. 108. Korea requires vaccir tion against smallpox of entrants from 
all countries, and, in addition, all persons arriving from Japan are to have 
certificates of immunization egainst typhoid-peratyphoid, typhus, and Japanese 
B encephalitis.

Regional Committees for Accreditation of Schools 


Plans are now being made for the investigation and grading of schcols under 
the Nursing and Midwifery Laws This will be done by regional committees appointed 
by the Minister of Welfare. The members of these committees will be selected 
from & list of candidates submitted by the Prefectural Branches of Japénese 
Midwives, Clinical Nurses and Public Health Nurses Association, Japanese Medical 
Association, Prefectural Health Departments and Prefectural Board of Education. 
The first organization will present three names, a nurse, midwife and public 
health nurse; the second one a doctor and the Health Department and Board of 
Education will each submit the name of an individual nurse, midwife, public 
health nurse, educator or any individuvel prepered to serve on this committee. 

Of the names submitted by the prefectures, six persons will be chosen to serve 

on each regioneél committee. It is hoped that the Military Government Public 
Health Officer or Public Health Nurse will guide and advise these local organi- 
zations, so that the candidates selected will be ective, capable, informed persons 
who are interested in professional education.

Distribution 


Reports from Militery Government teams have been received indicating that 
doctors associations are functioning as distribution agencies, Under existing 
. regulations no allocations to doctors associations are permitted, These associ- 
ations are not operating agencies. ‘There is no objection if prefecture governors 
seek advice from these associations. However, the responsibility for maintaining 
adequete records on which to base equitable allocations, and the designation of 
these allocations is solely that of the governor. Actual distribution of the 
items is required from the local seller to the doctor, hospital, etc., directly 
with no intermediary such as a professional association. 


Final distribution figures for 1948 have been tabulated and the following

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Child Velfare - Kyogo Case Worker (Hodo-in 


Attached to each Kyogo-in (Home for Juvenile Training and Education) are 
case workers known as Hodo-in who do follow-up work with children who are released 
from the Home. These workers are for the purpose of assisting children to read- 
just to their homes and communities. 


The Hodo-in is classed as a prefectural official. His office, as a rule, is 
at the Kyogo-in, but he may be at the Child Welfare Center, a local office, or at 
some other convenient location, The majority of his time is spent in the field. 
One half of the cost of this service is borne by the centrél government. 

Welfare Officers may wish to review the duties and accomplishments of these 
case workers. 


Junior Minsei-iin 


Several renorts indicate that associations of Junior Minsei-iin have been 
organized throughout the country. While the astivities of these groups have not 
as yet been thoroughly eyplored it should be Dorne in mind that no one except 
legally qualified and authorized persons can have azcess to public records concerr 
ing public assistance families, nor should tnese children assist Minsei-iin in 
any way in carrying out their duties of a public welfare nature. There should 
be no contacts between the Junior Minsei-iin and any public assistance or child 
welfare cases as such, Welfare programs of 4 privase nature might naturally 
include many public assistance or child welfare cases, 


There is no objection to a children's association which instills within 
that age group a recognition of the needs d others and a desire: to meet those - 
needs through appropriate activities. The Ministry of Welfare will issue orders 
to this effect.

SECTION VIII 
SOCIAL SECURITY DIVISION 
Mecical Fee Calculations 


The method used by medical practitioners in calculating medical fees under 
the social insurance laws of Japan, known 4s a "fee for service basis", is 
precicated upon the product of 4 pre-determined number of points for each item 
of medical care or treatment and an established overall point value in yen, 
For example: an initial examination is rated at 4 points and with a yen value 
per point of 10 yen the charge for an initial examination amounts to 40 yen. 


The number of points per item of medical care or treatment has been set 
by the Ministry of Welfare in conjunction with the Japanese Medical Association 
and a comprehensive schedule of items and their individlral point ratings has 
been issued to all insurance doctors, prefectural insurance sections, and other 
interested local public bodies, 


The yen value per point may vary slightly in different regions and may be 
subject to further change to meet economic conditions but at present it is 
usually near 10 yen, The yen value per point is recommended by Medical Fee 
Calculating Committees, These committees, two in number, are prescribed by the 
Health Insurance Law, the Seamen's Insurance Law, and the National Health 
Insurance Lawe The members of the committees are appointed as representatives 
of the insurers, the insured persons, the medical profession, and the public 
interest. One of the commitdees makes recommendations to the Ministry of Welfare 
for the point value to be used for charges under. Health Insurance and Seamen's 
Insurance. The other committee makes recommendations to the Ministry of Welfare 
for rate standards to be followed by the municipalities, association, and

corporate juridical persons in administering National Health Insurance eh in 
their agreements with insurance doctors and medical facilities. 


All insurance doctors are required to use the’ point schedule anit the alae 
mined rate per point effective in their area in calculating their charges for 
services rendered to insurance patients. These charges are to be paid: monthly 
by the insurers. In the event that an insured person finds it necessary. to use 
@ private doctor because the services of an insurance doctor cannot. be: obtained 
or &re not readily available such patient is required to pay the private doctor 
and then file a claim with his insurer for reimbursement, The amount.-allowed 
on the claim for reimbursement by the insurer, however, will be determined by 
the authorized point value and the standard number of points determined for the 
particular service or services, and the patient will not be repaid any additional 
cherges.s

During the seventh week ended 12 February 1949 theres’ were yaptae 15, 049" | 
cases of communicable disease compared with 15,057 cases in the preceding week’. 
Reports were received from all prefectures tact. week, but this week, fo sa aa 
was received from Nagasaki Prefecture. 


There were 7,578 tuberculosis cases this week petiiad with 7,530 cases in 
the preceding wéele ‘Current cases were nearly 35 percent higher than those © -— 
(5,664) reported in the seventh week of 1948, The current and cumulative case 
rates were 494.0 and 422.9 respectivelys ea 


7 Measles cases this week (2, 006) were nearly 40 percent higher than the 
number (1,445) last week, The number reported currently was approximately 180 
percent greater than that (713) recorded for the same week of last yeare There 
were increases over last week in 24 prefectures, decreases in 20, and ho change 
inl. Cases in Fukuoka Prefecture increased by 272 from 144 last week’ to 416 
currently. Cases in Yamandshi and Kumamoto increased by 92 and 82 respectively, 
and three other prefectures. (Kyoto; Tokyo-to and Waka yama ) reported increases of 
from 31 to 43 cases each, Numeric decreases were relatively small, “Fukuoka - 
Prefecture (416 cases) and Hokkaido (238 cases) accounted for nearly one-third 
of the total cases reported, The current and cumuletive case rates for all 
Japan were 130.8 and 90.0 respectively. 


The current number of whooping sbagh cases (1,550) Last Saas less than: 
the figure (1, 593) reported last week. Cases this week were more than twice 
those (747) in the corresponding period of lest year. Half (23) of the prefec- 
tures reported increases over last week, 21 had decreases and 1 reported no ae 
change. Fukuoka Prefecture and Howindde had increases of 78.and 49 cases ret 
spectively. Decreases .of from 30 to 50 cases each occurred in Tokyo-to, — 
Shizuoka, Shiga, and Toyama Prefectures, The current and cumulative case rates

Pneumonia increased further this week, There were 3,878 current cases 
compared with.3,755 cases last week. Current cases were 5 percent higher than 
in the same waak of 1948 when they-numbered 3,695. There were increases over — 
last week in 22 prefectures, decreases in 22, and no change inl. Tochigi, 
Fukuoka, and Miyagi Prefectures reported numeric increases of 102, 94 and 58 = 7 
cases sappectively, and cases in Tokyo decreased by 60. The current and i aiipeee 
tive case rates were 252.8 and 202.9 respectively. 


There were the same number of influenza cases this week (37) as there were 
in the preeeding week. Current eases were only slightly more than a third of 
these (106) that occurred in the same week of 1948. There were decreases: from - 
last week in 11 prefectures, increases in 10, and no change in 3. In ‘21 prefec- 
tures there were no eases in either week, Current cases were distributed ameng 
18 prefeetures, each having from 1 to 7 cases, The current and cumulative case 
rates were 2.4 and 2.3 respectively. 


Diphtheria cases this week (359) decreased 8 percent from the preceding week 
(391). . There were 33 deaths currently compared with 41 last week, The number - 
of current cases was approximately the same as that (356) recorded for the z 
seventh week of 1948'and more than 35 percent less than the csrrespending 1947 
figure (574).

Dysentery cases numbered 32 this week compared with 23 in the preceding 
week, There were 5 deaths compared with 7 previously. Current cases were :

the corresponding period of 1946 (35). There were increases in the number of 
cases this week in 12 prefectures, decreases in 9, and no change in Ae The 
remaining 20 prefectures had no cases in either week, Current cases were dis- 
tributed among 18 prefectures having from 1‘'to 5 eases each... The current and 
cumulative case rates were 2.1 and 2.0 respectively. .The corresponding —e 
rates were 0.3 and 0.6.

The case figures for the seventh 
weeks of 1948 (34) ‘and 1947 (32) were approximately the same as the current 
number. Thirteen prefectures reported decreases from last week, 8 had increases, 
and 2 did not change. Twenty-two prefectures had no c&ses in ei her week, Only 
ll prefectures reported that they had cases this week. There were 11 cases in 
Tokyo-to and frem 1 to 6 cases in each of the remaining 10 prefectures. The 
current and cumulative case rates were 2.0 and 2.7 respectively. The cvrrespond- 
ing death rates were both 0.1, 


There were no smallpox cases reported this week. Last week there were 3 
cases. No deaths have occurred this year. In the seventh week of last year 
there were also no cases, and in the same period of 1946 there were 13 cases. 
The cumulétive case rate as of 12 February 1949 was less than 0.1. 


Five typhus fever cases were reported this week compared with 4 cases in 
the previous week, There héve been no deaths reported this year. The current 
case figure was half that (10) for the same week of last year and approximately 
one-eighth of the corresponding figure (41) for 1947. The cases this week 
were in Chiba, Kanagawa, Osaka, Shimane, and Kumamoto Prefectures. The current 
and cumulative case a were 0.3 and 0.4 respectively. 


The oe of eke cases this week (25) changed a slightly from the 
preceding week (24). There were no deaths in either week, Current cases were 
less than half -the total for the seventh week of last year (53) and less than 
one-fourth of the corresponding 1947 figure (109).
